provided in said resin case, said through hole is covered with 
a water/oil-repellent film, and said water /oil-repellent film 
is bonded to said resin case^when said resin case is 
injection-molded by using moljten resin. ^ 



A resin case according to claim/ 1, wherein said resin 
case contorises a box and a lia covering^ an opening of said 
box, and said through hole is provided' in said box and/or said 
lid. 

A resA case according to claim 1 or 2, wherein said 
water/oil-repelle^t film is a pbrbus film and is bonded to 
said resin case byX^aid molten jresin entering pores of said 
porous film. \ // 
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V M S ^ A resin case ac^rdina/jto claim 1 or 2, wherein said 
water/oil-repellent [film iJem^Kiejby laminating a backing 
comprising a thermopQ^as^dfe material and said porous film, and 
said backing 'is melted y to be opncAed to said resin case. 



A resin case according tro any one of claims 1 through 
4, wherein a joint /of a periphery Kf said through hole and 
said water /oil-repellent film f orm \a\u-shaped cross-section. 
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A die/ for manufacturing a isesin\^:ase comprising: 
first die having an annular protrusion on its inner surface, 
and a second die having a cylindrical protrusion received in 
said annular protrusion; wherein a water/oil-repellent film is 
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fitted dkpto a recess surrounded by said annular\protrusion of 
said first die, and said first die and second die\are closed 
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
